Speech of Permanent Chairman 
the Distinctive Feature. 

The selection of Senator Henry C. 
I/odge as permanent chairman of the 
Republican national convention was 
formally approved at a meeting of the 
committee on permanent organization 
and it was agreed that all of the other 
temporary officers of the convention 
named on the floor Tuesday should be 
made permanent. Therefore when the 
convention assembled on Wednesday 
to hear the reports of the various com- 
mittees, Seuator Ixvdge was in the 
chair, prepared to direct the delibera- 
tions of the great quadrennial gather- 
ing to Its close. 

Incidental to the convening of the 
delegates an Inspiring scene was 
presented wheu the many marching 
clubs, which have gathered here troni 
various parts of the country Jor the 
purpose of whooping things up for Ihe 
several candidates, paraded through 
the hall. 

The marching cIuIim assembled on 
Michigan aveuue. at the foot of Adams 
street, opposite the Art Institute, 
marched down Michigan aveuue to en- 
trance "H" of tbe convention hall, Into 
the hall, up the aisle, and out at en- 
trance "D" on Wabash avenue, each 
vielng with the other in efforts to cre- 
ate the most enthusiasm. 

Probably the most Important act of 
the day, and the one having greatest 
significance ou the final reault of the 
convention, was the adoption of the 
report of the committee on credentials, 
seating the Taft delegations practl 
cally In toto. If 



ly accepted the Inevitable. 

After the convention had been called 
to order., the Rev. William O. Waters 

1 of Chicago delivered an earnest prayer 

j for divine guidance In the affairs of 
the day. Senator Ix>dge, In accepting 

I the chairmanship of the convention. 
Biade a brief speech thanking the del- 

I tgates for the high honor they had 
sonferred upon him. concluding with 
the following appeal to the nation's 
electorate: 

"We ask for the confidence and sup- 
port of the American people because 
we have met the problems of the day 
and have tried patiently (o solve tbem. 
We appeal for votes and for the power 
they confer because we uphold the 
president's policies and shall continue 
to sustain them. We make our appeal 
with confidence because we have a 
well-defined policy and are not, lifc<> ! 
our opponents, fumbling In the dark to 
find none opinion on something. 

"We believe in the maintenance of 
law and order and In the support of ; 
the court* In all their rights and dig ; 
Blty. We believe in equal rights for ' 
all men and are opposed to special 
privileges for any man, or any class 
of men. high or low, rich or poor. We, 
who established the gold standard, are 
pledged to the cause of sound finance. 
We stand for protection to American 
Industry and American labor, and we 
will resist all tbe assaults of free trade 



which made it ring out to tne rartneet 
corners of the galleries, carrying met- 
aphor and sarcasm which started the 
listeners to attenUon and applause. 

"The president, - ' exclaimed Mr. 
Lodge. "Is the best abused and moBt 
popular man In the United States to- 
day." 

This was the long-awaited signal. 
Instantly a shout broke from - the gal- 
leries and was re-echoed from the 
floor, at first only a tempest of de- 
tached yells and cat -calls, and shouts 
of ''Teddy," but gradually gathering 
force and volume, until It swelled to 
a whirlwind of sound and motion, as 
delegates and spectators rose en 
masse, mounting chairs, waving ban- 
ners, hats, handkerchiefs, flags, news- 
papers, anything which could tie seized 
upon to add turbulence to the scene. 
Anfi fa* tumult the band struck up, 
but tbe crash of the brass and drums 
was completely lost in the babel of 
sound which welled from 14,000 
throats. 

Wonderful Demonstration. 

For the first minute Senator Lodge 
stood waiting to proceed, occasionally 
raising his hand for silence, only to 
awaken a defiant yell twice louder 
than before. Five minutes passed and 
instead of abating the uproar was In 
creasing. The sergeant-at-arms moved 
up a chair for the presiding officer and

ENUNCIATION OF PRINCIPLES 

Leading All In This Declaration of 
Party Determination Is an Extra- 
ordinance Bit of Praise For the 
President of the United Statss. 

The platform adopted by the Re- 
publican national convention at Chica- 
go Is in part as follows: 

Once more the Republican party. In 
national convention assembled, sub- 
mits Its cause to the people. This 
great historic organisation that de- 
stroyed slavery, preserved the Ualon, 
restored credit, expanded the national 
domain, established a sound financial 
system, developed the Industries and 
resources of the country and gave to 
the nation her post of honor In the 
councils of the world, now meets the 
new problems of government with the 
same courage and capacity with which 
It solved the old. 

Praise for Roosevelt. 

In this, the greatest era of American 
advancement, the Republican party 
reached Its highest service under the 
leadership of Theodore Roosevelt.

Dennlaon, o . June tl. — Becretarr 
Taft had a narrow escape Sunday 
night from being involved In a serious 
wreok on the Hennaylvanla Ayer, 
which waa carrying him east. Prompt 
actioa of the towerroan la a signal 
station a third of a ttlle eatt of Co- 
shocton and of the engineer of the 
flyer alone averted what might have 
been a dreadful accident. As the 
train was speeding ttong at the rata 
of 50 mites an hour, the piston rod 
on the loft side of the locomotive 
broke short off. Almost instantly the 
cylinder of the engine was cracked by 
the unmanageable rod. The train was 
just approaching a tlgntl tower eatt 
of Coshocton. The operator saw that 
something serious was wreng and he 
threw down a signal to stop the trala. 
The engineer applied the emergency 
brakes aad the train of six ears earae 
to a atop on a sharp curve. 

The acoldent occurred at 6 : 30 o'clock 
as many of the paasengers on the train 
were at dinner In the dining car. Few 
of them realised how narrow their 
eacape had been from an awful acci- 
dent. 

Secretary Tart and NaUonal Coaa- 
mltteenaaa Kellogg entered the dining 
car aad tat down to dinner after the 
acoldent occurred without thought of 
earthing serioas la connection with 
the stopping and delay of the train. 
The secretary made no comment on 
the Inoldeat When informed of it. Tho 
engineer of the locomotive explained 
that It was merely good luck that 
averted a bad accident. 

"If the pistol rod after It broke 
had gone under the train," said he, 
• we would have gone Into the ditch, 
as wo were running 50 miles an hour 
and the derailment would have been 
a serious matter. Fortunately, tho 
broken rod landed six er eight Inches 
outtlde of the left rail. That taved 
ut."

Ingston, but to hit partner. Dr. John- 
ston, so the latter declares, be . re-' 
vcaled the secret ot hla Ufa — that he 
was Rockefeller and that John D. 
Rockefeller was his son. 

Dr. Johnston it president of the Col- 
lege of Medicine and Surgery in Chi- 
cago. He explains: 

"It waa la 1874 that I paid him 
$1,000 and became hla student and as- 
sistant. He was living then In Frea- 
port. 111., as Dr. William Levlngston. 
and be never posed under any other 
name thereafter. His wife, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Allen Levlngston, living yet la 
Freeport, was one of the sweetest 
women I ever knew. I did not know 
unUI years afterward that be had two 
wives, one the mother of John D. 
Rockefeller. She lives In Cleve- 
land, O. 

"Dr. Levlngston and I traveled over 
all the west, through Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, the Dakotas, Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Kansas. It Is not true that 
he sold medicines In the street. Ho 
had a fine team of horses, tbe bait 
that money could buy, and a fine car- 
riage In which we drove from town 
to town. He would have a string of 
eight or ten towns at once. He dould 
drive Into a town, scatter handbills, In 
which the great Dr. Levlngston as- 
serted that he rrould cure all diseases, 
and we would have a suite of rooms 

ethe best hotel, and to the doctor 
ere would come the sick and tho 
halt and the lame. In all cases of com- 
mon ailments he could detect tho 
cause almost at a glanae. 

"He made a great deal of money. 
He often took In S200 In a day, and if 
bo took only $100 be thought it a poor 
day's business. 

"I knew from the first that thero 
was some deep mystery in bis life, but 
it was several years before I suspect- 
ed that he was Rockefeller, and It waa 
several years more before he ac- 
knowledged to me that his name waa

Dr. Johnston showed several letters, 
postmtrked Cleveland. O , and signed 
William Devingston, M. D. 

"I first learned positively that Dr. 
Levlngston waa Dr. Rockefeller when 
he wua Injured on a ranch in North 
Dakota and thought be waa going to 
die. He and I went to North Dakota 
together In 1881, and took up adjoin- 
ing homestead claims whom the town 
of Park River Is. We were building 
a shed for a cattle shelter and in lift, 
lug a heavy log he strained himself. 
He was an old man then, and ho 
thought he had ruptured an intestine. 
The pain was great and he thought he 
was dyiug. I asked him if I should 
aaad for hla wife. Mrs. Levingstou, if 
ha should die, and he said: "No; noti- 
fy John D. Rockefeller, but be very 
careful and let no one elae kuow It. 

When he got well I told him I 
knew ho was John D. Rockefeller! 
rather. At drat he denied It and then 
be said It was true. He told me that 
the reason he kept It secret was that 
be found it necessary In hi* younger 
day* to assume a uauie because bo 
was practicing uiedlciue without 11- 
ceuse.

Same Devices Designed by Martha 
Washington and Other Colonial 
Dsmee— History Written 
Into Gold Braid. 

Boston — There are very few men 
Who ran dletlngulsh sn admiral from 
a lieutensnt by the uniforms they 
wear. There la probably not a single 
aaval demonstration where nine offl 
gars out of ten are not confounded by 
the majority of the spectators. 

The same principles underlie the 
navy insignia as are present In those 
of the army. There is a plctaresque 
story of the way theae came Into be- 
ing. Tbe choosing of tbe marks of 
rank in tbe army and navy, the atory 
runs, waa left after tbe revolution to 
some of the leading ladles of tbe coun- 
try. If legend Is to be believed Mar 
tba Washington is responsible for 
some of the devices. The whole world 
was drawn upon by the resourceful 
colonial dames for suggestions. The 
heavenly bodies were appropriately 
called upon to contribute devlcea for 
the highest ranks. From them came 
the stars, most coveted by men in the 
army and navy. 

Descending to earth the eagle was 
availed of as most appropriate after 
the stars, becsuse of Its courage and 
lofty flight.

Rlair. of the Hec- 
la mine, for the first time in ten 
years was stricken wltU a Ohlll Ia6t 
week and for a time he was a very 
sick man. The cause is thought to 
be from wading water in the miue, 
an exposure he has uot been used to 
of late, and one bis friends fear he 
can not stand. A few years ago he 
was compelled to give up a good po- 
sition In the mines on account of ill 
health. 

Manager W. 1. Gordon, who a 
few days ago made friends a brief 
ylalt. says that the effects of the 
money market stringency was uot 
felt at the Zeigler mines, neither 
bad the dull coal business felt at 
other mines any effect on coal busi- 
ness, as the output has constantly 
been on the increase. The fact iB. 
that company is fortunate enough 
through its intimate connection 
with so many business enterprises 
which consumes their dally output 
that tbe weak pulse In the coal 
trade is not felt.

The strict enforcement of the new 
Kentucky law which forbids tbe 
employment of children under the 
age of 14 years of age will work a 
hardship on many a poor family 
whose only hope of a support rest on 
children under that age, aud tlje 
weak or decrepit miners who uow 
depend on oue under that age t„ 
assist him during vacatiou days to 
earn a livelihood tor a large family 
will be deprived of his help and the 
bad fruits of sucii a law will be felt 
here in Karllngton and the work of 
the Juvenile courts aud reformatory 
schools of the state greatly increas- 
ed, aud its repeal should be demand- 
ed by the people. 

A new law has lately been enacted 
iu llliuois requiring the examina- 
tion of miners before they are al- 
lowed to work iu mines of that 
state, aud it is thought that quite a 
uuuiber of those who recently left 
Hopkins county aud other counties 
of this state may euuouuter some 
difficulty in passing a satisfactory 
examination under the uew rules as 
a practical knowledge of the condi- 
tion of the mines wherein they in- 
tend to work is required, in fact all 
miners who have worked for less 
than two years must be examined 
and while this may for the present 
lime work a hardship on many of 
the inexperienced ones, the saietx 
of the inii.es in the future Will be 
enhanced aud the decrease of mine 
accidents whereby uiouaauds of 
Uvea are loet wUl uo doubt be the 



result following the enforcement of 
this new law.

Old Log Cabin at Colorado City. Now 
a Chinese Laundry. 

Colorsdo Springs, Col— Diagonally 
across from Rum Row, on Colorado 
avenue, Colorado City, stands the log 
cabin which served as the first terri- 
torial capltol when Colorado Ctty waa 
made the capital of he territory In 
1861. The building, however, was 
used for this purpose but five days. 
Tbe lawmakers decided that the ac- 
commodations were inadequate, and 
adjourned to meet In l>enver. Just 
what accommodation* the now capltol 
was "shy" of is not recorded, bnt It 
could not have been that seemingly 
necessary adjunct to law making. - 
whisky. For It is a historical fact 
that the city at the entrance to Ute 




First Territorial Capitol of Colorado. 

Pass at the base of Pike s P»ak has 
always carried an ample supply of 
undertaker's delight since it was found- 
ed In August. 1869. The drink em 
porlums have been one of the feat tire* 
of tbe city, and one entire block no 
Colorado avenue Is given over tothes* 
Joints and signs of "The Tenderfoot.' 
' Black Tall," "Antelope," "The Nug- 
r - I "Red Top Boots" snd "Elk's 
Horn" greet the eye. 

The abandoned capltol was used for 
a short time as a drug store, then as a 
dwelling for prospectors who hoped to 
make a discovery on the 8outh Platte 
river, and finally the building was rent- 
ed to a son of the Flowery Kingdom. 
Sam Wah, who has since conducted a 
laundry within Its historic wslls. Sara 
Wah and two kinsmen are the only 
Chinamen engaged in the wash busi- 
ness In the city, and they must lie ac- 
cumulating a goodly bank account, for 
they pay $20 monthly rental for ike 
former capltol. The rent for a year 
Is a great deal more than the building 
Ib worth, bnt Its owner wanta 16,000 
for the old logs and the weather board- 
ed front, as there are men who wish 
tt buy It for the purpose of removing 
It to Denver, where It would doubtless 
prove a drawing card as a historic 
curiosity.
